[t may not seem significant now 
but the decision to have graduation at 
Arco Arena instead of Hornet Field 
could be what some people would 
call foreshadowing 

You see, there is this little hcle 
next to Arco Arena thal is just wait 
ing for someone to throw some money 
in to. Which is not nearly as impor 
tant as who that somebody is—Fred 
Anderson 

If that name sounds familiar to 
you, it should. He 1s the owner of the 
Canadian Football League's very 
own Sacramento Gold Miners 

He is also the entrepreneurial soul 
who decided to erect a mammoth 
Stadium on a little-known Division | 
college campus 

Now Mr. Anderson has decided 
that he would like to branch his sport 
ing mterest into the baseball arena, 
namely with a minor league team 

He has also decided that the mon 
ster he created on Sacramento State's 
Campus 18 not exactly serving its in 
tended purpose 

So in an effort to combine these 
two aspects of his otherwise smooth 
life, Fred would like to build a smafi, 
multi-use stadium in Natomas, next 
to Arco Arena. He could then attract 
a minor league team to Sacrament 
and have a more economical, not to 
menuon more visible, home for his 
version of the Green and Gold

This is obviously a big negative 
tor CSUS supporters, The Gold Min 
ers brought jobs to students, anew 
and otherwise unfeasible-— stadium 
and an average of about 13,000 
people, and untold exposure for the 
campus, to the games 

Exposure that has helped, and 
could contunue to help, bring in rey 
enue for the university. The contract 
with Coca-Cola being the most vis 
ible example 

Whether you feel good, bad or 
indifferent about the contract, the 
fact is itis bringing money to this 
campus 

With the current economic situa 
lion the way tts, corporate sponsor 
ship may be a feasible option to help 
drag universities back into the posi 
uve financial column 

Without the visibility of the CFL, 
how attractive 1s Sacramento State 
going to be to outside investors? 

For that answer, just look at the 
inside investors—the students and 
luculty. For starters, ours 1s a com 
muter campus. It seems as if the 
interest in Campus alfairs (past the 
occasional murmuring Over the price 
tuition or a Coke) ranges from lite 
lo none 

The tact that the Hornets have 
trouble drawing 2,000 people to a 
football gare or breaking three dig 
its in basketball game attendance 1! 
lustrates that. So the impact of hav 
ing an average of 13,000 faces in one 
place, at one ume on our campus, in 
a marketing sense, ts invaluable 

Without the support of a major 
enuty like the Gold Miners, sources 
Of possibie revenue are not going to 
be interested 1n being represented on 
a campus that has no other way of 
keeping any significant amount of 
people captive at one ume 

For now, however, if 1s just one 
graduauion being held at Arco Arena 
For now, itis just one man who has 
an idea to do some shifung and mov 
ing. For now it is just one stadium 
thal stands empty 

But tomorrow it may be more 
than that. It may be one university 
that feels the bite of a million uny 
decisions
